though daily talked on, and praiſed upon. 


' Nothing more frequently preſents 'to Phyſicians 
in Practice than a Fever: ( Comes omnium morborum 
eſt, Hippsc. mi 2v7d;,)) And nothing more perni- 
ciouſly miſtaken (to the loſs of: innumerable Lives) 
than that which ts called a Fever; ſuppoſed to be a 
Diſeaſe, but is noge : which errorxr is as old, as the 
Riſe of Phyſick, yet received far truth at this day; 
not only by Profeſſors of the lower Claſs, but alſo by 
Phyſicians of the firſt Rank, (truſting to rradition ) 
who frequently blunder in proſecuting a Sympromatic 
depending Fever, and over/ſeethe Diſeaſe, -.' » 


This is manifeſt from their Vethods, and Medicines 
in the deſigns and intentions of caring; aiming at; 
and endeavonring to extingutth Fevers, by coolin 
Apoz.ems, Pwleps, Ptiſans, Emulſeons, Phlebotomy > An 
a ſtrange invention, to draw out the Fever with (E- 
piſpaſtic) bliſtering Plisſters. 

All which projets, and proceedings in Praftice, 
are irrational and erroneous; -' abſurdly wide from 
the true Notion of Fevers, as thereafter doth ap- 


pear. 


Tis commonly ſaid (and from the Phyſecians 
mouth) this and that Perſon is ſick, of a Fever ; -and 
ſach a one ded of a Fever ; both which are great 
miſtakes. 80 


'* True ir is, few are ſick, and very few, or none 
are, without a Fever ; that is'2 febrile hear attend- 
icg their ſickneſs, or Death : — 
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Heat, is not their Diſeaſe ; no more than Thi-/ is 
their Diſeaſe, or cold 'chilreſs, of loathing of ear, 
or weakneſs and wearmeſs, watching, or Pain, &c.

After all theſe and ſuch like neceſſary Oueſtions ; 
*ris very probable, yon may find out the place where 
the Fever is bred, and what is the Cayſe thereof: 
M ſo, as true it is; what then have we to do with 
the Heart ; but only to examine by the Pulſe; how 
affetted, or afflifted in the caſe; what conſent from 
thence, or condolence ; what vital S:gnals by that 
Pulſation ; not what Sor? of Fever, 

C Now 
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Now after all the ſubtle and nice diſtinAtion of 
Ephemeral, Humoral, and Heftic; we muſtexamine 
moſt Parts of the Body (the principle at leaſt) to find 
out the Riſe and Seat of the Fever; and then ig will 
appear to be ; not in Corde primo accenſe, (as you 
ſay) bur 52 Corde per conſenſum, agd that ſome other 
Part, is the original cauſe of the Fever, where the 
Cure is to be directed. 


If there muſt be a place, or places in the Body, 
aſſigned for Feyers, as the Riſe and Sear thereof : 
And ſince. they are all Syzzprozrarical and dependant 
upon varions. Diſeaſes in divers Parts of the Body, 
as their cauſes occaſional ; (Sedes Morbi, eſt Sedes 
Febrs) then where the Diſeaſe is, there is the Seat 
of Fevers; So that the difference of Fevery. from 
thence, will not be eriplex, according to this an- 
tique approved Diviſion) but multiplex. 


I wiſh you good Succeſs with your Do@rine of 
Fevers; but I ſhould beloth to be a Patient under it; 
leaſt the firſt tryal of your Skill upon me, ſhould-þe 
the laſt Scene of my Life. | 


There is another received diſtinCtion of Fevers ; 


into Eſſential, and Sympromatical. 


. And this I muſt take notice of ; becauſe it byafleth: 
PraQiſers from the right Notion - of Fevers ; and 
caufeth ercour in the deſigns of Curing, For this 
Diſtinction may well be ſer afide; when as there is no 
Fever eſſential (therefore no Diſaſe) but all are Sym- 
ptomatical ; ariſing from and dependant upon ſome

And this appears from the Definition of Fevers ;

- This difference is: apparent to vulgar underſtand- 
ings:z. but the manner how; the matter what ; the 
place whore generated ;\.caufes occaſiensry and pro- 
moting : Fheſe are-natſo well knowa; which hath 
produced diverſity of. apinidns among,the learned : 
and theſe I ſhall take notice of in their due places.

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Continual Fevers are diſtinguiſhed into Putrid, 
and Imputrid. 


[atermitting Fevers, are all adjudged Patrid. 


Some have made this general Diviſion of Feyers ; 
into Simple, Putrid, and Peſtilemtial. 


There are aiſo Diſtintions of Fevers, termed «c- 
cidental differences ; and theſe Fevers are called by 
their Names: (which, ſerves only to confound young 
Pcaftiſers and amuſe the poopie) thereby making 
Fevers more perplext, and difficult to be under- 
ſtood, by additional cognominations, from complica- 
tion of Symptoms. 


As Epiala, Lipiria, Cauſu, Syncopalts, Soporifere 
Aﬀſſodes, E lodes, phodes, Phle gmonodes, &c. 


Fever by Denomination; and different Fevers by 
Cognommation is ſtrange Doarine: Thus componnd- 
ing of Symptoms, is the confounding of Reaſon in 
Practice. 


Since all Fevers, or febrile intemperature, is only 
the zſtuation, and diſturbance of the vital govern- 
ing Spirit ; by provocation from ſome D:ſeaſe, or 
Atorbific Cauſe ; producing various Symptoms in ſeye- 
ral Parts of the Body : Tacking ſuch Symproms to- 
gether by Cognomination ;, that have no dependance 
upon each other in cauſation, or exiſtence z is no 
good faſhion, nor good reaſon. 


At 
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At this rate of diverſifying and denominating of Fe- 
vers, by coupling them with Symproms, and Diſea- 
ſes ;, you may make five hundred ſorts more of Fevers, 
and araw all the practice of Phyſfck upon Fevers : 
Plurifie fevers, Stone fevers, Colic fevers, &c. All 
the Acute, and moſt of the Chronic Diſcaſes, have 
Fevers adjoined. 


The Practice of Fevers after this manner ; may be 
| as large, as the Practice of Phyſick,: Andiby this va- 
riation of Fevers in Me/querade ; from Complica- 
tion with other Symptoms, and Diſeaſes ; the Doc- 
trine of Fevers will ſtretch in infinitum ; rot to be 
cvmprehended by human underſtanding. 


They might have put in Camp Fevers, and Fleet 
Fevers for variety, among the reſt: Bur if you un- 
derſtand Fevers no better, than what your Books and 
Tradition does inform; Princes are like to have but 
a melancholy return of their brave Soldiers and 
Seamen ;, a$t00 Off it falls out ſo. 


| And hereI might give you a ſad Account of er, 
and Money loſt after this manner ; by the formality 
of Phylick, and deficiency of the Profeſſors : But I 
troubled my ſelf once before in this matter ; andI 
Jhall crouble my ſelf no more ; But this obiter. 


If all other Symptoms and Diſeaſes, were to have 
various names affixed tothem, from the diverſity of 
Symptoms happening contemporary ; from Complica- 
03 with other Diſeaſes: They might alſo be varied 
abundantly, (to no purpoſe) by differing adjunct 
Titles, as properly as Fevers are thus multifariouſly

reaſon, nor advantage for'Curing, 


Symptoms ſupervening and complicating with Fe- 
vers are ſuch as theſe : Horror, Rigor, Panditulation, 
Oſcitation, Vomiting, Fluxes, Watchings, Deliriums, 
Flemorrhages, &C. as 


Hcreby ſhwing the yarious deportments, Paſions; 
Agonies, and ftrivings of the veal governing Sp1- 
rit; (Spirits smpetum faciens) preternaturally af- 
fefted and provoked; according to the diverſity of 
Aforbow irritating cauſes ; And alſo ſhewing the dif- 
ferent Parts infeſted therewith ; labouring under the 
impulſions, and expulſions of incenſed viral power, * 
endeavouring by ſuch extraordinary motions, to ex- | 
pel and caſt ont what is offenſive and hoſtile to ſedate | 
vital government.

have the World believe) But the Inſufficiency of the 

Reaſcns, and wnprofitableneſs of thole Endeavours are 

ſuch ; that I ſhall not trouble the Reader with the 
Inquiry, 2nd Examination of the Validity thereof.

SECT. IV. 


Of Putrid Fevers. 


Efore I ſet down the difference and diſtinitions of 
parrid Fevers, delivered to us by Authors, An- 
tient and Modern ; I think it neceſſary, firſt to in- 
quire into the word Parrid : that we may know what 
is meant by Purreſattion, and patrifying in their ſenſe; 
that hrſt taught ; and thoſe who now ſupport the 
Doctrine of putr:id Fevers : whether they be all of a 
mind ; and what confidence we may have in this 


learning, upon their diflent ; or to whom we may 


adhere. 


In determining of putrefattion, I find there are va- 
ricty of opinions, and frum trzeace ſeveral Defins- 
FIONS, 


Galen's definition ſeems to agree with Ariferle”s : 
And (for brevity ſake) 1 ſhall only give you the ex- 
planation and ſenſe of both theſe great Men ; well 
done by another Author in theſe words. Putrefaitio 
nihil alind eft, quam corruptio caloris nativi, in hu- 
mido radicals exiftents alicuiyz mixts corpors, fatta 
ab externo & peregrino calore, Kercherw. 


Herein external peregrine Heat, is made the agreſ- 
ſor, and invader of the Life of every mixt Body : 
C4 That 
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That natural Heat is ſet upon and deſtroyed, and 
conſequently radical moiſture is conſumed. 


This is the fenſe and meaning of the celebrated 
Dehnitions of Ariſtotle and Galen ; wherein there 
are theſe great miſtakes. 


1. Calor innatwand Humidum radicale are ſuppoſed 
and mace ſubſtancial Principlesin nature z when (re- 
vera) they are hut Qualzties afſurging from their 
Principles, | 


2. They aremade the ſupport of eyery Animal; 
and to theſe they have attributed too great a ſhare 
in mixt Bodies; as if the Being thereof depended 
ciſentially thereupon. 


3. Thatinnate Heat, is ſeated in radical moiſture ; 
where putrefaction and corruption begins; and that 
the Life of an Animal conſiſts in thele two: Thar 
they are Anime domicilium ; the which failing, Life 
departs. | ; 


4. Hence it is that Putrefa&ion is defined, by the 
alteration, and perdition of theſe two Principles in 
Nature, which Galen often calls, rotam res ſubſtau- 
flam, | 


The Doctrine of Phyſick fails much from theſe 
grand errours; which biaſſeth Practiſers in the Cure 
ct many Ditcaſes. 


For Putrefattor is Cauſed, not only by external 
2mbient Hear 3 but alſo by external Cold : And par- 
ticularly in the caſe of paurrid Feyers; cohibited 
tranſpiration 


as Pires AAP: OS on YT Ot 
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tranſpiration by cold cccluding the” Pores; 1s one 
chief cauſe aſſigned by moſt, if not all Writers, 
And. likewiſe we find that other Animals, and alſo 
Plants, are mortified by extreme cold, which their 
natures could not bear ; and from thence you need 
not doubt but PutrefaCtion follows. 


Putredo, PutrefaRion is not rightly defined by al- 
teration of Qualities, Heart apd Morfture ; that may, 
or may not be 3 and are accidents, nat eſſential ro 
Putrefa(tion : For Dry, and Cold Bodies are ſpbjet 
to putrifie ; as Bongs, Straw, Wood, &c. wherein is 
no ſenſible Hear or Xoifture; and do putrifie into 


- dry powder. | 


Heat and Cold; and I may add theother two firſt 
Qualities alſo, Wer and Dry; though they may be 
cauſes of putrefation ſometimes; and ſometimes 
the effefs thereof ; yet they are not ſufficient, to 
ſet forth and illuſtrate PutrefaRtion, as the 74tzo for- 
malis thereof; and a reſult differing from all other 
preternatural alterations and tranſmutations. Nor 
docs this Definitzon, make giſtinction between pu- 
trefaftion, and combuſtion (4 calore externo): nor 
ſufficiently extinguiſheth putrefaQtion from fermen- 
cation. 


And thus much concerning pytref.tion in gene= 
ral, from the two celebrated Definitions of 4r:iforle 
and Galen: if you be ſatisfied therein, | am not, 
They _— oreat in the Greek ; but ſigaihe little in 
Enolsſh. 


I might write the Definizzons of many others 


Zeigler, Capivattins, Kyperms, &c. The examinitig 


and 
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and compating whereof, wonld give more trouble 
than ſatisfation:. And therefore to draw homie- 
wards, and coine to the buſineſs intended; putre- 
facliog in Fevers partjcularly ; wherein alſo we ſhall 
fiad Authors much diſſenting. 


Riverics a noted French Author, much conſulted 
with, and followed jn his methods ; becauſe abonnd- 
ing with variety of Medicines; taken vp upon truſt 
from other Writers. We will inquice into his Pra- 
xis of Fevers, and ſee what he grounds himſelf upon, 
ig deſigaing the Cures of Putrid Fevers. 


He makes all putrid Fevers to ariſe, and have their 
difference from the four Humors in the Maſs of Blond; 
according to the old Galenic doftrine. The more 
temperate part, called Blood ſpecially and particu- 
larly : The hotter part, Choler : The crude and 
colder part, Phlezgm; The groſſer and more fxcu- 
leat, Melancholy, 


When any of theſe four parts of the Blood do 
bound and putrifie ; then a putrid Fever ariſeth and 
particularly denominated ; as S4nguiniows, Bilious, &c. 
putrid Fever. 0 


And if theſe Fumors putrifie (;7 majoribus vaſis) 
19 the great Veins and Arteries ; then putrid Fevers 
Continual are generated : But if (in prima corporss 
Regione) in the firſt Region ; then /ntermitting Fe- 
vers (in Engliſh, Ag#es) are produced. 


The putrid Continual, are diſtinguiſhed by their 
exacet bations ; into Luotidjan; Tertian, and Quar- 
tan :

Secondly ; The forenamed Author though he pro- 
ceeds ſo nicely and poſitively, upon the diverſity of 
putrid Fevers ; yet hath not ſet down putrefaCtion 
1n fevers, how it is performed ; nor. in fatto efſe, 
what it is in the reſult - But depends upon Galezxs 
definition of putredo in general ; which declares it to 
be cauſed, (a calore alieno ambiente) from external 
Heat; and this is contradicted in the chief cauſe al- 
ſigned for producing putrid Fevers, by this, and 
moſt Writers: viz. that they ariſe (a calore non 
expirante) from tranſpiration reſtrained ; the which 
frequently is impeded 4 frigore externo. 


Notwithſtanding all this diſcourſe of putrid Fe- 
vers; ſpecioyſly ſet forth: Febres putride, edbuc 
ſunt febres ignotee : Then the followers of this Doc- 
trine intheir PraCtice, do proſecute they know not 
what : And thus the Blind, leads the Blind ; the Pa- 
t:ent then Is in a hopeful condition ! 


I muſt inquire farther for ſatisſaRijon in this mat- 
ter ; and conſult another Author, elaborately treat- 
ing upon this ſubject, but otherwiſe bottomed in his 
learning. 


Dr. Wills ſergipg forth the Anatomy of the Blood; 
thereby ſhewing what parts it is compoſed ; he 
makes the analyſis thereof into theſe five principles : 
Spirit, Water, Salt, Sulpbur, and Earth.

That theſe five parts (called principles) may be 
produced out of Blood by a Chymical Analyſis, I 
doubr not : But thar all theſe were pre-exiſting in the 
Blood, and diſtin inform, to exerciſe their power, 
for producing various febrile mutations, by their ex- 
altations, and domination over each other by turns ; 
is a Doctrine that I muſt deny. 


For it is queſtioned, and not yet proved ; whe- 
ther the fire be a true divider and ſeparator of the 
parts of mixt Bodies ; fince all the tranſmutations 
that are made by fire upon Bodies ; and the diverſity 
of ſeparated parts from thence, are not the natural 
conſtituent parts of the mixr, but products of the

they are aſlerted the Elemeors of all natural tbiogs,:

ly and ſlowly, giving warning ; and good Medicine 
ready for ufe at Hand ; then bleeding is not required, 
and better to forbear the Lancer. 


Some are ſo bold at Bleeding, that they forbear 
not in the higheſt Malignant Fevers, Small Pox, &c. 
But if the Sick recover, *tis wonderful Providence 
that ſaves themz but more oft Death is. procured 
thereby. In the expeCtance of the Small Pox, they 
will Bleed, under Pretence of abating the corrupt 
Aateer that breaks forth ; thinking thereby, the Pa- 
#:ent may not be ſo much disfigured with Puftles : and 
may be a Help to preſerve the Face from Deformity, 
which before was beautiful. 


| The end propoſed was good; but the Medium 
they go by, is very dangerous, and unlikely to ſuc- 
ceed well: For ſaving a Face, to hazard the Life, 
is no good deſigning. They begin at the wrong 
end of ſuch malignant Diſtempers ; for by Bleed- 
ing, theyaim 2t, and apply only to the Effetts, 
the produtted Matter; and neglect the produ- 
cing Cauſe, the Venemous Miaſm , or fermen- 
_ Leven, that corrupts the whole Maſs of 
ood. 


To prevent Impurity, and Corruption of the 
Blood, is much betcer , than to leſſen and a- 
bate the Quantity of the Blood , after it is cor- 
rupted. The main deſign in ſuch caſes; is firſt 
how to expel the putrefyinz venom , before ic _. 
Ipreads and taints the whole; at leaſt ſo to for» © 
tify Nature, th2t ſhe may be able to Mafter it, - 
and defend: her ſelf. 


The 
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The Indications for Care are theſe; to aſliſt 
and ſtrengthen the Life, that ſhe may'be able to 
refiſt the V-nom- And to Mortifie the malign 
Ferment, by proper Akxipharmacals; thereby 
to preſerve rhe vital ſtreams from mortal Putre- 
faction, or Coagulation. But bleeding is quite 
contrary to this Method, and Intentions for 
Cure; and is the ready way for killing. 


That which makes a promiſcuous eyacuation 
of good and bad together; is no true Remedy 
for Curing : Phleboromy does not diſtinguiſh the 
beiter Part of the Blood, from the worſe; bur 
lets both out together; the remainder in the 
Veſſels, is not amended thereby z but equal 
Proportions continue behind of good and bad. 


Therefore abating the Quantity of naughty 
Blood, in any caſe by bleeding, is an indirect 
way to amend it: and conſequently an unprofi-

N the Core of Fevers, tis now become a great 

Mode amongſt Phyſicians, even«thoſe reputed of 
the firſt Raxk; to appoint FſEany Plaſters, as a 
neceſſary Help to allay Fevers. This Invention is 
moſt frequently uſed, as urgently required in their 
Methods of Curing. What Benefit may ariſe hereby; 
or rather what Hure from thence procared, we ſhall 
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now ſtriQly inquire into thar Practice. 


For the better managrng whereof ; more clearly, 
ſatisfaQorily, and to avoid Repetition; ; 1 ſhall exa- 
mine this Matter opon different Heads diſtinCtly ; in-

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| Ingredients of ſuch external Medicines, and 
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Fifthly; Whether their Operations be auxiliary, 
and pleaſing to Nature z or otherwiſe, diſturbing and 
croſſing her endeavours to help her ſelf. 
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For SatisfaQtion to the firſt Head or Diviſionz you 
muſt know, that in the Diſtribution of Simples 
which have ſome Affinity, and ranked under proper 
Claſſes; there area ſort cermed Pyrotics; ſo deno- 
minated from their Natu:e, being hot and fiery as 
the word imports. 


Of theſe Pyrotics there is a gradual difference ; 
and therefore they have ſeveral Names : Veſicatories, 
Catharetics, Septics, and Cauſtics, All of them, 
moreor leſs; bliſtering, burning potentially, putre= |. 
fying, corroding, exulcerating and conſuming: ſome PV 
whereof are very malign, and enemies to the Life. 
In "appointing and making of Yeficatories, PraCtiſers 
do differ by eleCting and compounding variouſly this 
and that together : But every ſuch Compoſition, that 
performs the Intention of Bliſtering, muſt have ſome 
of the forenamed Pyretics.
